This Office Action is in Response to a communication made on 21 June 2001 . 
Claims 1-62 are pending. 

Examiner Remarks 

The claimed invention includes multiple dependencies and 112 issues that cause 
massive ambiguities, which leave Examiner unable to perform proper search and 
consideration. The following restriction is based on Examiner's interpretation of the 
claims. If Applicant sees the restriction as improper, it is up to Applicant to make the 
proper restriction and also provide reasoning. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, 24-32, 34, 57, and 59, drawn controlling which of the plural 
computers may transfer data via the communications media, classified in 
class 709, subclass 225. 

II. Claims 7-10,, 12, and 58, drawn to remote data accessing, classified in 
class 709, subclass 217. 

III. Claims 11, 55, and 56, drawn to client/server data sharing, classified in 
class 709, subclass 203. 

IV. Claims 13-23, and 33, drawn to client side game program emulation, 
classified in class 463, subclass 33. 

V. Claims 35-54 and 60-62, drawn to a server distributing streaming video, 
classified in class 725, subclass 91.

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination as Invention III. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has 
separate utility such as a server controlling what computers are authorized to transfer 
data. Invention II has separate utility such as a computer have remote access to data. 
Invention IV has separate utility such as having emulator programs running on computer 
to allow the use of gaming applications. Invention V has separate utility such as 
streaming video distributed from a server. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Examiner has notified Rick Burgian
